As candidates for steady employment with the Bruins, 
young Ron Schock and Wayne Rivers should be grati- 
fied to learn they have been awarded certificates of 
approval by a quite rigid board of examiners. 

The steadfast Boston hockey clients who keep turn- 
ing out for the games in the Garden in such impressive 
numbers have become experts in the appraisal of young 
hockey talent, through opportunities for comparative 
studies in recent seasons.

The knowledgeable customers tend tS ave a very 
realistic—not to say skeptical—attitude in Re matter, 
in view of their disappointment in some novtdrs who 
failed to live up to advance billing. 

But, the folks obviously were pleased by the wo 
demonstrations offered by the 20-year-old Schock @ 
the 22-year-old Rivers in the successive home victories 
over Detroit and Toronto on the week-end of February 
29 and March 1. 

The Bruins’ well-wishers weren’t stampeded by the 
happy circumstance that Schock scored one of the goals 
in the 2-1 game against the Red Wings and Rivers made 
the concluding contribution in the 5-3 affair against 
the Maple Leafs. 

The fans based their affirmative verdict on the 
sound performances of the two youngsters in general 
hockey ability, grading them on such fundamentals as 
skating, stick-handling, back-checking and shooting. 
Making allowance for the pressures of the debuts, there 
was also approval of the poise and aggressiveness dis~ 
played by Ron and Wayne. 

The people who pay the freight through their con- 
tributions at the box-office altogether gained the im- 
pression that Schock and Rivers can be definitely 
helpful contributors to that long-awaited bright future. 

This is a source of real satisfaction to the executives 
of the Boston hockey club and most particularly to 
cigar-chomping Harold “Baldy” Cotton, the head of 
personnel procurement and development who prefers 
the simple title of chief scout (which he pronounces 
“scoot”. ) 

Both Schock and Rivers came into the Bruin sphere 
of influence on Cotton’s strong recommendations, al- 
though through somewhat different channels. 

Schock caught Cotton’s roving eye when Ron was 
playing intermediate hockey in his home town of Ter- 
race Bay, Ont., in the “head of the lakes” country way 
up on the far shore of Lake Superior. 

Baldy was not alone in his discovery. Talent seekers 
from other clubs had covetous ideas about the young

Brighter Prospects_—

W AIT till next year! — That’s a cry the patient 
Bruins’ fans have heard the past four years. They’ve 
waited and waited and waited. They heard about the 
kids in the Bruins’ farm system who would be coming 
up the following year. Yet nothing much has developed. 

“Wait till next year” this time, however, promises to 
be a different story. 

The Bruins have already unveiled three top prospects 
for next year in Gary Dornhoefer, Wayne Rivers and 
Ron Schock. 

Dornhoefer has already established himself in the 
N.H.L. This 20-year-old, with less than a season. of 
pro hockey under his belt, has already proven his 
ability and has become a big favorite here. 


DON AWREY WAYNE MAXNER 


Wayne Rivers, drafted from Detroit last Spring, 
finally made his Boston debut, and fans liked what 
they saw. So did the Bruins management, who saw in 
him a striking resemblance in many ways to a former 
Bruins’ star, Real Chevrefils. 

Schock is still playing amateur hockey. He’s the lad 
the Bruins gave a $10,000 bonus a few years back to 
join the Boston organization. He played two of his 
three-game tryout here at the Garden and made a 
distinct impression. 

Fans who watched him team up with his former 
Niagara Falls linemate, Dornhoefer, and veteran Dean 
Prentice, envisioned one of the Bruins’ regular forward 
lines for next year. 

This trio really moved. Prentice found new life in 
the speedy young legs of his two linemates. Dornhoefer 
and Schock benefited by Prentice’s experience and de- 
fensive efficiency. 

But, these three are only a few of the youngsters who 
may grace the Boston lineup next year. There’s de- 
fenseman Don Awrey who started the past season with 
the Bruins. He’s only 21, and benefited by playing 
regularly at Minneapolis, instead of taking only an 
occasional turn with the Bruins this year. 

There’s left winger Wayne Maxner, a teammate of 
Dornhoefer, Schock and Awrey, at Niagara Falls, Ont., 
a year ago. He’s a speedster and a good scorer. He led 
the Junior O.H.A. in scoring last year but he’s been 
having a few problems at Minneapolis. But, he’s still 
regarded as a prime prospect.

Pleasant Surprise 


GARY HAS THE KNACK OF BEING 
IN THE RIGHT PLACE AT RIGHT TIME

Gary DORNHOEFER not only is built like a pre- 
cise one iron but he also is quite adept at handling that 
particular golfing implement. Golf, in other words, is 
another of the athletic achievements of this 6-2, 170- 
pound rookie. The other, of course, is professional 
hockey where he has amply displayed his prowess in a 
short time with the Bruins. 

Gary is a one-handicap golfer in his native Kitchener, 
Ont. And for those who 
aren’t familiar with golf’s 
classifications, a one-handi- 
capper is next to being a 
professional — which young 
Gary hopes: to become this 
summer. 

While Dornhoefer’s golf 
career is developing slowly 
and surely, the hockey 
phase of his sports life is 
unfolding rapidly. Certain- 
ly, the 20-year-old young- 
ster was unwrapped by the 
Bruins much faster than a 
stripper unveils in a honky- 
tonk. 

Although Gary came here 
unheralded to replace the 
injured Tommy Williams, it wasn’t long before he en- 
deared himself to Boston’s avid and critical fans. In 
fact, it took Dornhoefer no longer than his first National 
Hockey League contest to show he belonged. He went 
into action on a line with center Murray Oliver and left 
wing Johnny Bucyk and right off the bat drew cheers 
by firing the puck at enemy goaltenders. 

“One thing my teammates told me before I left Min- 
neapolis was not to be afraid to shoot when I got into 
the National Hockey League,” Gary explains. He fol- 
lowed the advice even though he was as nervous as 
a bank-teller being robbed, when he took the ice in his 
first game with the Bruins. But once the game got 
underway he was okay. 

He has been okay ever since, too, as evidenced by 
the fact he scored nine goals in his first 17 games be- 
fore receiving a hairline fracture of the cheekbone. 

One veteran observer pointed out that Gary wasn’t 
a whiz as a skater nor did he resemble Bill Cowley as 
a stickhandler. “But,” chimed in Coach Milt Schmidt, 
“Gary has the wonderful knack of being in the right 
place at the right time. This is something you don’t 
teach hockey players. He comes up with that important 

second effort in front of the net.” 

_ If Dornhoefer came into the National Hockey League 
without fanfare, he also made the grade without benefit 
of a hockey background in his family. Neither his 
father nor any of his relatives were hockey players and 
Gary made it on his own. 

Dornhoefer’s golfing career is following pretty much 
the same pattern. He started as a caddie at the age of 
nine, going to the course on his own.

ANDY HEBENTON is hockey’s unchallenged proto- 
type of the athlete “who really came to play.” 


The rock-solid right winger who joined the Bruins 
this season, after a long tenure in New York, surely has 
all the qualifications to merit that sporting term of 
approbation. 


Muzz Patrick who was Andy’s coach and general 
manager with the Rangers expressed his admiration 
for the diligent veteran forward in this fashion:

After that, he kept building the record to a point 
where it might well be out of reach of any challenger 
in the years to come. 


While he doesn’t make a big thing about it, though, 
Hebenton probably would like people to view his 
hockey career as something much more than a demon- 
stration of endurance. 


“It was nice to make that record,” he said recently. 
“About all I can say is that I was lucky, and that I’m 
a good healer. There have been some close calls like a 
few years ago when I had an eye shut tight from a 
cut. But it opened all right before game time.” 


With the “iron man” record behind him, Hebenton 
has another objective in view, one which he indicates 
will mean quite as much to him personally. 


“I want to hit 200 before I pack it in,” he says in 
his laconic fashion. 


It is pretty certain he will fulfill this ambition seeing 
that he had a total of 177 entering this season and had 
added 12 more after 54 games. 


For Hebenton the big break came in the fantastic 
11-0 runaway at Toronto on Jan. 18. He hit for a three- 
goal “hat trick” in that delirious triumph and kept a 
hot hand so that he had a total of six goals in five 
games. 


The 200th was that much closer for the “iron man” 
who is quite as talented as he is durable.
